Tha City of Everott arrived at the
scene of tho colllslon a fow minutes
after the DBaltle. Aceording to Lhe
slatement of her master she waws the
first ship to tnunk the disabled Repub-
lle.

“The ship under my command,” sald
Captain Fenton, "contafna some of the
most powarful apparatus for wrecking
purposey afloat. Our pumps have a cn-
pacity of 40,000 barrels an hour, tha
barge we were lowing would have held
pll the baggnge of the passengeras of
the Republie and a large portion of
the liner's cargo besides,

““The City of IZveretl was bullt for
ocean towing, and Is equipped with tre-
mendously  powerful machinery, and
towlng cablea seven Inches in diameter.

Amsistance Curtly DeClined.

“With such magnificent facilities
right at hand, Captain Bealby curtly
declined our msslstance, saylng wnat
i couple of government hoals were
coming to hig rellef. These 1ittle gov-
nmant boats coulgd have towed a
rowboat as well as they could have
towed that blg liner.

“We _offered our assistance,
you, =t 5:30 that evening.
lave worked nll night.

A1l it would have cost the Whits
Star Line would have been about $20,-
000, As It was, property of all kinds
of the value of nearly §2,000.000 was
lost heyond the powar of recall.

“The first intimation we hed of any-
thing wrong was o wireless message
from the Nantucket lightship. We
liave an Instrument on the City of
Bverett, and there was another on the
liarge wa had. in tow.

“We put sbout at once and crulsed
toward the #cens of the wreck. The
operator on my ashlp, Irving Finkle-
sicln, recelved the different mes-
seges a8 thay 'were flashed abroad,
and gulded us to whers the Republie
lay disabled.

"At B:30 we rtan alongside the Re-
piblic. I offered the use of my outflt
to Captain Sealby. He answered that
tis, needed no sesistance whatever, but
ssied Us to go to the Florida, as sll
hle passengers were on board that boat,
At 9:30 we ran alongside thie Florida.

'Men and women crled to us from
tha liner, and offered us large sums
uof money {f we would only take them
off, When my flrst officer, Mr. Tucker,
went on board the Florida, an officar
landed him' s blackjick and told him
to use It on the passengers if neces-
fary to keep them from trving to jump
trom. the' dack of tho Florlda to the
Clty of Everatl.

WASHINGTON, L. ., January 27.—
Thia afternoon {n the committes rooms
of the House Committes on Approprin-
tions, the subcommittes having In
chargp the drafting of the sundry civil
appropriation bill had Chief Wilkie, of
the secret service, on the witness stund.
Chiet Wilkle registered an ohjection
of Hmitatlon of his service to counter-
felt cases, but It {s helleved that the
subcommittes will recommengd i feat-

re In the forthcoming bill =zimilar to
the one of Jast year. For mors than
three hours Mr. Wllkie was plled with
questions.

The =lgnificant fact was brought out

that, although the llmitations placed
upon tlhie expenditurs of the money for
Fecret service Iast year In the appro-
priation bill reduced the number of
man employed under Chief Wilkle by
nine, those same nine men wera placed
on the rolls of the Department of Jus-
tiee, The secrat service In the Depart-
ment of Justice was described as con-
Flating of twenty-five men in addition
to the nine dropped by the Treasury
Dapartment secret zervice.
. Chlef Wilkie stated tihat countarfeit-
fng had i{nereases rapldly durlng the
recent financial stringency, and that
there wes much need for an (ncrease
to $135,000 of the appropriation of
$115,000 of last year.

Has Just Finished the
Same Work.

ANNOUNCEMENT WAS
QUITE UNEXPECTED

Out Pary of the Plan Pre-
viously Approved by
Board, Most Sur-,
prised of All

ASHINGTON, January 27—Pres-
W ident Roosevelt Is of the opin-
fon. that (he organization of
the Navy Department is not such as to
bring the best results, and to-day he
appointed a commission, whose an-
nounded duty will be “to conslder cer-
taln needs of the navy."

The Preaidents actlon was somewhat
of a surprise in view of the fact that
the members of the commisslon ap-
pointed to-day two weoks ugo met at
Washington and Indorsed Hecretary
Newberry's plan of reorganization, and
in view also of the authorizotion by
the game of an Inguiry into naval ex-
penditures, the conduct of business and
the need, if any, of legislation to im-
prove the administration of the Navy
Department.

News to Newherry,

Announcement of the President’s ac-
tion was entirely unexpected at the
Navy Department. BSecretary Newber-
ry, who to-day had issueg an order
ecarrying out hia proposed plan, with
particilar reference to the navy yards,
appeared to be the most surprised
of all.. He declared that he was not
aware {hat the President had taken
such action, had not seen the latter of
appointment addresfed to the various
members of the commigsion, and did
not know the purport of the letter ad-
dressed to them,

His first Information on the subject
had come to him from the press.

The President has sent identical let-

ters 1o each of the eight members
of the commlsslon, whieh (s headed
by FPnul Morton, a former Secretary

of the Nayy, the other members ha-
ing Juetice Moody, also a former Sac-
relary of the Navy:; Judge A. 3. Day-
ton, formerly chalrman of the House
Naval Affairs Committee, and Rear-
Admirals” 5. B. Luce;, A. T. Mahan,
Wililam M. Folger, Robley D. Evans
and Willlam 5. Cowles, all of whom
are on the retired list. He sets out
certain kubjects for the commlission
to consider under two general heads,
first, a5 "to the fundamental princi-
pléy of an organizatlon that will in-
